1 recently met with the President of one of the largest international unions 
to discuss American Income and how we can provide additional benefits 
and service to his members. In the course of the discussion, he paused, 
turned to me and said “I really like АП. insurance programs, but they aren't 
of any benefit to my members.

One of the most powerful marketing tools available to you today is the 
monthly claims paid report received by your Agency through the CAS 
system. Are you using it each month? This report is a great way to 
illustrate to groups how many claims have been paid on behalf of their 
members! If you're ever in a situation with a group that for whatever 
reason doesn't wish to renew, request a copy of the group's claims report* 
through your SGA. Then show your customers what AIL has been doing 
for them. 


As for the international union president, I just reported back to him that 
we have paid more than $1,364,258 in AD&D claims to date and $2,398,196 
in Life and A&H claims to its members. Now, who do you think is 
surprised? 


Start claiming success in your marketplace. After all, that is what our 
business is all about! 


* These reports are generated by the affiliation name written on the original application by the 
Agent or noted on the claims form. Make sure you are requesting a report based on the way a 
group's name is listed on the application. For example, local 1 of the International Brotherhood of 
‘Teamsters union could be listed as IBT 1' or “Teamsters 1.’
